PllAYiNa CARDS UNCHANQICK 

Quite apart from their nie in ran* 

0U8 games, playing cards are an in- 
teresting study from historic and 
pictorial points of view. There are 
four suits, rpprosenting four classes 
of people as they were divided at the 
time the pack of cards we now use 
was devised by the French. The 
"spadea" stood for pikemen or sol- 
dieiiik, the "dnbl^ for clover, typify- 
ing farmer?, the "diamonds" for 
building titles, representing artisan^^ 
and the 'hearts" for choirmen or ec- 
clesiastics. The "kings" and 
"queens" at that time wece more, or 
leds correct likenessea of certain 
royal and noble personages. Even in 
our modem packs it is said that one 
of the ''queens*' is s eonventionaliaed 
poi4rait of Elizabeth of York, who 
was,^ngaged to the Dauphin of 
France. The ''knaves'' were then the 
king's jesters, and even these cards 
may be portraits.
